Amend Business Registration-Temporary Certificate 
4.  To:  City Council 
I am asking your Honorable Body to direct the City Attorney to draft an ordinance amending Chapter 88 
Businesses, Registrations of the City of Lackawanna Municipal Code. 
I would like a provision added whereas any person applying for a Certificate of Business registration be 
issued a “temporary certificate” when they initially apply and pay for their permanent Certificate of 
Business Registration, which needs to go through an Application Procedure, as per section 88-5 of the 
Municipal Code. 
By doing so, it will make the entire process much more efficient and will allow business applicants the 
ability to open immediately.  With the current application process, applicants must wait to ultimately be 
approved by the City Council at a regular meeting or having a special meeting called to hear the issue.  
Depending on when the application was submitted and the time of year, there may be a substantial delay 
for approval, which may be harmful to the proposed business. 
The “temporary certificate” shall be valid only through the time the application is submitted and in review 
and ends when formally put before the Council.  The “temporary certificate” may be revoked at any time 
prior to official Council approval, if a known negative issue develops or becomes known. 
The “temporary certificate” shall be issued at the sole discretion of the City Clerk’s Office, but barring any 
known negative facts, shall be granted without prejudice. 
I believe this new process will make the City appear to be more business friendly.
